As Tricky As Your Taxes? 


Draft of sign-up runs 
15 pages for program 
set to begin in 2014 


Washington 

Applying for benefits under Pres- 
ident Barack Obama’s health-care 
overhaul could be as daunting as 
doing your taxes. 

The government’s draft appli- 
cation runs 15 pages for a three- 
person family. An outline of the 
online version has 21 steps, some 
with additional questions. 

Seven months before the Oct. 1 
start of enrollment season for mil- 
lions of uninsured Americans, the 
idea that getting health insurance 
could be as easy as shopping online 
at Amazon or Travelocity is start- 
ing to look like wishful thinking. 

At least three major federal 
agencies, including the IRS, will 
scrutinize your application. Check- 
ing your identity, income and citi- 
zenship is supposed to happen in 
real time, if you apply online.

Applications Online 

Drafts of the paper health-care 
application and a 60-page descrip- 
tion of the online version were post- 
ed online by the Health and Human 
Services Department, seeking feed- 
backfrom industry and consumer 
groups. The government says the 
online application will take about a 
half hour to complete. The paper ap- 
plication is estimated to take an av- 
erage of 45 minutes, (ap) 


That’s just the first part of the 
process, which lets you know if you 
qualify for financial help. Obama’s 
Affordable Care Act is means-test- 
ed, with lower-income people get- 
ting the most help to pay premiums. 

Once you’re finished with the 
money part, actually picking a 
health plan will require addition- 
al steps, plus a basic understand- 
ing of insurance jargon. 

And it’s a mandate, not a sugges- 
tion. The law says almost all Amer- 
icans must carry health insurance 
starting next year, although most 
will keep coverage they have now. 

Some are concerned that a lot 
of uninsured people will be over- 
whelmed and simply give up. 

The new coverage starts Jan. 1.

Lawmakers send bill 
for same-sex couples 
to governor to sign 

Denver 

Civil unions for gay couples were 
a rallying cry for Democrats who 
took control of the Colorado House 
in last year’s elections and vowed 
an early vote on the proposal. They 
kept their promise Tuesday, pass- 
ing a bill giving gay couples rights 
similar to marriage that now goes 
to the governor’s desk, where it’s 
expected to be signed. 

The vote punctuates a dramat- 
ic political shift in Colorado, where 
voters approved a gay-marriage ban 
seven years ago — meaning civil 
unions are the only option for gay 
couples in the state for now. That 
could change with a U.S. Supreme 
Court ruling on gay marriage bans 
in the coming months. 

“We really do stand on the edge 
of history,” said Democratic Rep.

Pete Lee. “For some in this cham- 
ber, this is the reason why we are 
here.” 

Applause erupted in the Cap- 
itol as the bill won final passage 
Tuesday on a 39-26 House vote, 
with two Republicans joining all 
Democrats to approve the measure. 

Democratic Gov. John Hick- 


enlooper has said he plans to sign 
civil unions into law. It’s not clear 
yet when that will happen, but the 
law will take effect May 1.

Once the measure is signed, Col- 
orado will join a dozen other states 
that have civil unions or similar 
laws.

The bill under- 
scores the changing political cli- 
mate in a western state that has 
deep conservative roots but has

Judge Enters Not-Guilty Plea for Holmes 


Centennial, Colo. 

The judge in the deadly Colorado 
movie theater shooting case entered 
a not guilty plea on behalf of James 
Holmes on Tuesday after the former 
graduate student’s defense team 
said he was not ready to enter one. 

If Holmes is convicted, he could 
be executed or spend the rest of his 
life in prison. Judge William Syl- 
vester said Holmes, 25, can change 
his plea to not guilty by reason of 
insanity later, if he chooses. Such 
a change could be the only way 
Holmes could avoid life in prison 
or execution. 

Prosecutors have not said yet 
whether they will pursue the death 
penalty. The judge set Aug. 5 for

Pattern Seen in Korean Hostility 


History shows North 
likely to make do on 
threats, attack South 


Seoul, S. Korea 

Recent Korean history reveals a 
sobering possibility: It may only 
be a matter of time before North 
Korea launches a sudden, deadly 
attack on the South. And perhaps 
more unsettling, Seoul has vowed 
that this time, it will respond with 
an even stronger blow. 

Humiliated by past attacks. 
South Korea has promised — as 
recently as Tuesday — to hit back 
hard at the next assault from the 
North, opening up the prospect that 
a skirmish could turn into a war. 

Lost in the headline-making 
North Korean bluster about nucle- 
ar strikes on Washington is a single 
sentence in a North Korean army 
Supreme Command statement of 
March 5. It said North Korea “will 
make a strike of justice at any target 
anytime as it pleases without limit.” 

Those words have a chilling link 
to the recent past, when Pyong- 
yang took its time before exact-

Vows of retaliation after naval 
clashes with South Korea in 1999 
and 2009, for example, were fol- 
lowed by more bloodshed, including 
attacks in 2010. Those attacks three 
years ago “are vivid reminders of 
the regime’s capabilities and inten- 
tions,” Bruce Klingner of the Her- 
itage Foundation wrote recently. 

South Korea on Tuesday repeat- 
ed that it would respond harshly 
to any attack. A spokesman said if 
the North attacked, it would suf- 
fer “much more powerful damage” 
than whatever it inflicted. 

North Korean leader Kim Jong 
Un on Monday visited artillery 
troops and urged them to be on 
“maximum alert,” according to 
Pyongyang’s official media. 

A clue to when North Korea 
might attack may be in the timing 
of the current threats. North Korea 
is furious over ongoing annual U.S.- 
South Korean military drills that 
will continue until the end of April. 

Pyongyang is highly unlikely to 
stage an attack when so much U.S. 
firepower is assembled, but ana- 
lysts said it might attack after the

Help Yourselves, Metro Riders 


Q l wasn’t caught up in 
Monday morning’s delays 
on the Blue and Yellow lines — 
which stemmed from a leaking 
piece of equipment near Reagan 
National Airport — but riders 
should take it upon themselves 
to know of alternate routes in 
case there are major delays 
along their regular train lines, 
instead of just standing around 
waiting. Also, I think WMATA 
should set up a system where 
any passenger who enters a 
station and leaves within a cer- 
tain (small) amount of time, per- 
haps less than 10 minutes, does 
not pay if no ride was taken. 


I know Metro officials are con- 
cerned about fraud, but I hope 
that this sort of allowance for 
a quick exit can be part of the 
upgrades for the next generation 
fare system. 

I agree that riders should take 
the time to figure out alternative 
routes, by bus, by Capital Bike- 
share or by foot. 

I’ve discussed taking walk- 
ing routes across the Potomac 
in some of my columns recently, 
and it seems there are many peo- 
ple who know how to use the 14th 
Street, Roosevelt and Arlington 
Memorial bridges as an alterna- 
tive when there’s a Metro problem. 


Q As a New York-area resident 
transplanted to D.C., it 
seems logical to me to plant the 
“WMATA fail" flag squarely on the 
fact that Metro was not planned/ 
built with an express track. 

As a New York resident transplanted 
to D.C. in 1988, it’s difficult to com- 
pare any other subway system — for 
better or worse — with New York. 

New York’s express tracks are the 
exception, not the rule, for U.S. tran- 
sit systems. I enjoy second-guessing 
the designers of Metro as much as 
the next person, but reading “The 
Great Society Subway” by Zachary 
Schrag gave me much more respect 
for what they were up against, finan- 
cially and politically. It’s a marvel 
we have the system at all.

Bolling Takes a Bow in Va. Race 


Lt. Gov. decides 
against independent 
run for governor 

Richmond, Va. 

Republican Lt. Gov. Bill Bolling 
announced Tuesday that he would 
not run for governor as an inde- 
pendent, ending a months-long 
tease that had promised to add 
considerable drama to an already 
colorful race. 

Bolling had been mulling an 


independent bid for governor since 
dropping out of the race for the 
GOP nomination in late November. 

He’d conceded then that Attor- 
ney General Ken Cuccinelli (R) 
had outmaneuvered him for the 
party nod but pointedly refused to 
endorse him, saying the tea party 
hero was too extreme for the state. 

Bolling said the same was true 
of the likely Democratic nomi- 
nee, Terry McAuliffe, and said 
he might run as an “independent 
Republican.” 

But the challenge of raising 


money outside of the party struc- 
ture, the emotional tug of the 
GOP and a per- 
sonal desire to 
step away from 
an ugly politi- 
cal environment 
eventually per- 
suaded him to 
not run, Bolling 
said in a late- 
morning email 

announcement. 

He did not endorse either can- 
didate but wished them both well 


in a way that could be seen as a 
parting jab at Cuccinelli, since Bol- 
ling names McAuliffe first. 

Bolling dropped out of the GOP 
race after Cuccinelli supporters 
pulled off a switch in the way the 
party will choose its nominee. 
Scrapping a previously agreed- 
upon statewide primary, which 
would have been open to all vot- 
ers in a state without party regis- 
tration, they called instead for a 
closed convention, a format that 
was expected to favor Cuccinelli,

Compost Makes Curbside Debut 



Takoma Park launched one of the area’s first curbside compost collection services. 


Md. pilot program 
encourages residents 
to recycle food waste 

Takoma Park, Md. 

Eggshell by eggshell, some Takoma 
Park residents are training them- 
selves to bypass the garbage pail 
and drop food scraps into a new 
screw-top bucket. Once a week, 
a city trash truck will pick up the 
glop from their curb and haul it to 
a composting facility in Baltimore. 

More than 300 households are 
taking part in Takoma Park’s six- 
month volunteer pilot program, 
one of the region’s early experi- 
ments in the municipal pickup of 
residential food waste. 

Their experience in curbside 
composting is likely to be shared 
by homeowners across the region 
in coming years. 

While composting food waste 
has long been popular with back- 
yard gardeners and zero-waste 


enthusiasts, an increasing number 
of curbside pickup programs are 
bringing the practice to the kitch- 
ens of ordinary families. 

More than 160 municipalities 
pick up separated organic trash, 
including green trendsetters San 
Francisco, Seattle and Austin. 

In this area. University Park col- 
lects food waste from 150 houses. 
Howard County, Md., has signed up 
more than 1,000 families around 


Ellicott City and Elkridge and is 
planning to build its own com- 
posting facility. 

“We’ve been wanting to do it for 
a while,” said Daryl Braithwaite, 
Takoma Park’s director of pub- 
lic works. The holdup wasn’t with 
picking up the scraps, she said, but 
in finding a place to drop them off 

Officials hope to expand the col- 
lection citywide in coming years.

D.C. Task Force: 
Commit Funds 
To Help Housing 

Washington 

To address a pressing need for 
affordable housing in the city, 
the District government needs to 
commit more tax dollars and cre- 
ate new investment vehicles while 
streamlining incentive and per- 
mitting processes, a mayoral task 
force has concluded. 

Mayor Vincent Gray appoint- 
ed the task force more than a year 
ago, and he committed $100 mil- 
lion for affordable housing during 
his State of the District address 
last month. 

A variety of data suggest that 
the growing District does not 
have enough affordable housing. 
A 2010 study by regional mar- 
ket research firm Delta Associ- 
ates found that 42 percent of city 
households spend more than 30 
percent of their income on housing.

Ryan’s Balancing Act 

GOP plan would yield a surplus in 2023 via steep cuts and Obama’s tax hikes 


Washington 

The 10-year spending plan released Tues- 
day by Rep. Paul Ryan is virtually iden- 
tical to last year’s GOP budget: It would 
defund President Barack Obama’s health- 
care initiative, end guaranteed Medicare 
coverage for future retirees and restrain 
spending on the poor, college students 
and federal workers. 

The one big new development: Ryan’s 
blueprint would balance the budget, pro- 
ducing a small surplus in 2023 — a goal 
achieved not primarily through deeper 
cuts, but by the addition of more than 
$3.2 trillion in new tax revenue. 

The tax hike is already in effect. Ryan, 
R-Wis., merely adopts new revenue pro- 
jections laid out by the nonpartisan Con- 
gressional Budget Office in the wake of 
a year-end deal to raise rates on income 
over $450,000. But the impact on his 
budget is huge. 


Democrats 
To Counter 

Senate Budget Com- 
mittee Chairman Patty 
Murray, D-Wash., is 
working on a blueprint for 
$1.85 trillion in savings over the next decade, 
split between tax hikes and spending cuts. 
Murray’s budget would rely on $975 billion 
in tax increases by closing loopholes. Of 
$975 billion in cuts, roughly $500 billion 
would come from domestic programs, (twp) 



Last year, the House Budget Com- 
mittee chairman proposed big tax cuts 
that would leave the government taking 
in $37 trillion in revenues over the com- 
ing decade. This year, Ryan adopts the 
CBO’s 10-year projection of $40.2 tril- 
lion in revenues, which lets him wipe 
out the deficit even though he would let 
spending grow a bit compared with last 
year’s proposal. 

On “Fox News Sunday,” Ryan 
acknowledged the tax increase: “We don’t 
want to refight the fiscal cliff That’s cur-

rent law. That’s not going to change.” 

But the tax increase, combined with 
the one-year shift forward in the 10 -year 
budget window, produces far more new 
revenue than the estimated $600 billion 
the tax deal would raise over the coming 
decade. Ryan’s presentation of his bud- 
get plan, in an op-ed published Tuesday 
in the Wall Street Journal, makes no ref- 
erence to the primary cause of his new 
fiscal achievement. 

“We’re introducing a budget that 
balances in 10 years — without raising 
taxes. How do we do it? We stop spend- 
ing money the government doesn’t have,” 
Ryan writes, adding that he proposes to 
cut $4.6 trillion over the next decade com- 
pared with current law to match spend- 
ing with available revenue. 

Ryan’s proposal, which includes a 
$3.5 trillion spending plan for the upcom- 
ing fiscal year, would not wipe out defi- 
cits immediately. The 2014 gap between 
spending and revenue would fall by less 
than $100 billion, from $6l6 billion under 
current law to $528 billion. 

But Ryan projects rapid savings there- 
after, primarily from cuts to health care, 
which account for more than half of his 
total savings. Ryan said the proposal 
also includes sharp new cuts to federal 
employee pensions and two more years 
of caps on agency spending. 

Conservatives are grumbling — the 
influential Red State blog calls the new 
Ryan plan “imperfect” because it “uses 
Obama’s tax hikes to balance” — but, so 
far, seem resigned to the budget. Ryan 
aims to put his plan to a vote in the House 
Budget Committee in coming days.

Sen. Kirk Watson, one of four 
Baylor graduates in the Senate, said 
the university will offer a schol- 
arship to quarterbacks in Grif- 
fin’s name. 

“He has Texans cheering for the 
Washington Redskins,” said Wat- 
son, a Democrat from Austin. “I 
never thought I would see the day.” 

Sen. Royce West, a lawyer who 
has represented Dallas Cowboys 
players in criminal matters, had 
some fun with Griffin. 

“RG, I don’t like you,” joked 


West, a Democrat from Dallas. “You 
turned my father against the Dal- 
las Cowboys.” 

Football affiliations aside, Grif- 
fin’s appearance drew bipartisan 
support. Sen. Dan Patrick, a Repub- 
lican from Houston, said: “We pray 
for your recovery and a long career.” 

In addition to Griffin’s speed, 
arm strength and passing accura- 
cy, the Senate resolution official- 
ly praised his “cerebral approach 
to the game.” 

That much was on display. 
Asked by a reporter when he will 
return to the football field, Grif- 
fin said, “I’ll be ready.”

The Recluse Returns 


David Bowie's first 
release in a decade 
revisits familiar 
themes and sounds 


Album Review 

Many people wondered if there 
would be a next day for David Bowie, 
professionally speaking. 

Bowie retreated after suffer- 
ing a heart attack in 2004, leaving 
many of his fans to wonder if he 
had retired. He recorded secretly in 
New York the past couple of years, 
announced the imminent release of 
“The Next Day” on his 66th birth- 
day in January, and has said noth- 
ing about its contents publicly. 


As a songwriter, 
Bowie is a reporter 
and sings of 
medieval evil and a 
gleaming young girl 
in a rotting world. 


While “The Next Day” is not a 
complete return to Bowie’s 1970s 
glory days, it’s certainly more 
focused than his string of forgetta- 
ble work in the late 1980s and 1990s.

Most compelling are “The Stars 
(Are Out Tonight),” which addresses 
celebrity as both necessary and an 
evil, and “Dancing Out in Space.” 
That track is no space oddity — it’s

screenwriter and director 
Daniel Hsia found himself in as 
he tried to find a producer to 
make a co-production in China 
of his film Shanghai Calling, so 
it could qualify as a “domestic 
film” and bypass the Chinese 
restriction of only 34 imported 
movies released in China every 
year. 

Enter co-production veteran 
Janet Yang, who served as 
Steven Spielberg’s eyes and 
ears in China for the filming of 
Empire of the Sun (Warner Bros, 
1987) and also represented 
major Hollywood movie studios 
as they reintroduced foreign 
films to China after a two- 
decade hiatus. 

Yang helped secure financing 
for the movie in the US and 
China and got talent in both 
countries to work on the script 
and shooting. 

She did this while engaging 
China Film Group, China’s 
largest film producer and 
distributor and the main 
importer of foreign films, 
to assist with regulatory 
matters, distribution and post- 
production. 

After three years, Shanghai 
Calling was released last July in 
Shanghai and this month in the 
US. 

“American and Chinese 
filmmakers are now like lovers,” 
Yang said. 

“They are actively dating, 
getting to know each other, 
checking each other out. Some 
of them are getting engaged, 
and some will be married.” 

What’s motivating Hollywood 
to do co-productions is money. 

It wants to capture part of 
China’s $2.75 billion box office. 

A co-production agreement 
between a US and Chinese 
film company offers the best 
opportunity for doing that 
because it guarantees a movie 
will be released in China. 

Co-production also spreads 
the financial risk and makes 
available Chinese talent. 


shooting locations and 
production services. 

China’s 2012 box office of 
$2.75 billion may seem big, but 
it represents only an average 
of 0.3 admissions per capita 
movie attendance in the 
country, according to China 
Media Monitor Intelligence. The 
US box office total for last year 
was $10.8 billion. 

The Chinese domestic film 
category accounts for 55 
percent of China’s annual box 
office on average. 

To qualify as a co-production 
and be labeled a domestic 
film, a movie usually needs at 
least one Chinese actor, some 
scenes filmed in China, content 
somehow related to China, 
and co-financing and revenue- 
sharing with a qualified local 
partner. 

Movies also must be reviewed 
by the State Administration of 
Radio Film and Television, which 
prohibits violence, pornography 
and content that may “incite 
ethnic discrimination or 
undermine social stability”. 

“Chinese audiences are 
flocking to the movies to watch 
Chinese films (and) Hollywood 
fare and co-productions 
and appear eager for more,” 
said Kate Bedingfield, a 
spokesperson for the Motion 
Picture Association of America. 

New cinema screens 
continued to be added at an 
average rate of eight screens 
per day in 2012. The total 
number of cinema screens in 
China now stood at more than 
14,000 and is expected to more 
than double by 2015, she said. 

Some co-productions have 
been major box office hits. 

Journey to the West 

Journey to the 1/i/est achieved 
the biggest opening day ever in 
China, grossing 76.85 million 
yuan ($12.3 million) on Feb 10, 
also the biggest single-day gross 
for any film released in China, 
grossing 122 million yuan on Feb 
14, and the highest weekly gross 
for any film released in China 
with its opening week gross of 
583 million yuan. 

It took the movie only eight 
days to reach a $100 million 
box-office take, the fastest a 


film has reached that mark. 

Written, produced and 
directed by famed Hong Kong 
director Stephen Chow, Journey 
to the West was jointly financed 
and co-produced by Chow’s 
Hong Kong based company 
Bingo Movie Development, 
Village Roadshow Pictures 
Asia (VRPA), the Greater 
China division of Los Angeles- 
based Village Roadshow 
Entertainment Group, Edko 
Films of Hong Kong and China 
Vision Media Group of Hong 
Kong. Huayi Brothers Media 
Group isthefilm’sco-production 
partner and distributor on the 
Chinese mainland. 

“Our VRPA team vetted the 
project concept, provided 
funding and advised on 
investment and distribution 
arrangements,” said Ellen 
Eliasoph, president and CEO of 
VRPA. “We also assisted with 
marketing and publicity for the 
film, and, through our affiliated 


companies, are handling its 
marketing and distribution in 
Singapore, Australia and New 
Zealand.” 

Eliasoph, a graduate of Yale 
University and Yale Law School 
who speaks fluent Mandarin, 
became the first Hollywood 
executive based in China when 
she established Warner Bros’ 
Beijing office in 1993, importing 
The Fugitive to China as the 
first Hollywood revenue-sharing 
film. 

VRPA’s second release. 
Say Yes!, a Chinese-language 
remake of the hit 1991 Fuji 
Television drama 101st Marriage 
Proposal, opened on Feb 12, 
2013, and set a new China 
record for a romance film 
screening on Valentine’s Day, 
earning 47 million yuan. The 
movie was jointly financed and 
co-produced by VRPA, New 
Classics Media, Fuji Television 
Network and Asia Times 
Cultural Media. 


With the success of its two 
releases in the same week, 
VRPA captured the lion’s 
share of the Chinese New Year 
holiday box office, peaking at 85 
percent on Valentine’s Day, and 
becoming the first foreign co- 
producer to have the No 1 and 
No 2 films at China’s box office 
at the same time. 

Eager to gain access to 
Chinese consumers, some of 
Hollywood’s biggest names 
— including DreamWorks 
Animation and 20th Century 
Fox parent News Corp — 
are making deals with local 
partners. 

DreamWorks announced a 
joint venture last year with three 
government-backed companies 
in China: China Media Capital, 
Shanghai Alliance Investment 
and Shanghai Media Group 
(SMG). 

The joint venture will make 
Shanghai’s western bank of the 
Huangpu River a new cultural 


district with theaters, clubs and 
a studio that will be the home 
of Oriental DreamWorks, where 
co-production movies will be 
produced. 

In May 2012, News Corp 
acquired a 19.9 percent stake in 
Beijing-based Bona Film Group, 
after Bona’s 2011 3D release 
Flying Swords of Dragon Gate 
took in $68.9 million in China, 
ranking ahead of Harry Potter 
and the Deathly Harrows (Part 
2) that year. 

Fox teamed up with Huayi 
Brothers, China’s leading non- 
State sector film group, for 
several films, including the 
2011 release Snow Flower and 
the Secret Fan, which was co- 
produced in China by Wendi 
Deng, the China-born wife 
of Rupert Murdoch, founder, 
chairman and CEO of News 
Corp. 

While some Hollywood 
studios are doing co- 
productions, the film industry 


also saw Wanda, China’s largest 
enterprise investor, spend $2.6 
billion in 2012 to acquire AMC 
theaters in the US. 

The new ownership means 
US audiences will have more 
chances to see movies made 
by Chinese producers in AMC 
theaters. 

While involved in co- 
productions, Chinese producers 
and directors are also seeking 
Hollywood’s help to duplicate 
the success of big-budget US 
films. 

Lost in Thailand, a low-budget 
slapstick comedy, became 
China’s highest-grossing 

domestically produced movie 
in December, drawing 32 million 
people to theaters. 

Its US opening-week box 
office gross in February 2013 
was only $57,397, according 
to IMDB, the Internet Movie 
Database of information on 
films, television programs and 
video games. 

“Comedy does not travel 
well across cultures; what is 
funny to a Chinese audience 
is not necessarily going to be 
funny to a Western audience,” 
said Stanley Rosen, director of 
the East Asian Studies Center 
at the University of Southern 
California. 

Rosen said that subtitled 
films don’t do well in the US. 
They make up about 1 percent 
of the market and are seen as 
art films by distributors. 

Among the handful of 
Chinese movies that have 
been successful in the US was 
Ang Lee’s Crouching Tiger 
Hidden Dragon, which made 
$128 million. Another is Zhang 
Yimou’s Hero at $55 million, 
Rosen said. 

Yang, who grew up on 
New York’s Long Island and 
studied Asian studies and 
Mandarin at Brown University, 
said being bilingual and 
bicultural background help her 
understand the US and Chinese 
markets as a movie producer. 

“Some Chinese directors 
want to make international 
movies, but they have not spent 
enough time abroad,” she said. 

“It’s about sensibility. It takes 
an international person to make 
an international movie.”
